Owl Celebrates Its Thirtieth Anniversary 


Overland Route Had First 
Diners in 1890; S. P. Had 
Seven Cars by 1895 


HE Owl—not the wise old bird, 

| but. the fast Southern Pacific 

train—had a birthday party all 

its own December 18. It celebrated 

30 years of daily service between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 

Two 80-pound birthday cakes were 
baked in the commissary for the oc- 
casion and placed on the Owl trains 
north and south-bound. 

And such cakes—~with candles and 
everything. The flaky, frost birthday 
gifts represented culinary art in the 
Nth degree as expressed by Otto 
Reiss, supervising chef. 

Into the making of the two cakes, 
among other ingredients, went 300 
eggs, 50 pounds of sugar, 20 pounds 
of flour, 10 pounds of chocolate, 15 
pounds of raspberry jam and eight 
ounces of vanilla. 

Appropriate birthday greeting cards 
were prepared to accompany the 
cakes. Nothing was left undone to 
make the party a success. Passengers 
on the birthday trips were invited to 
cut themselves pieces of cake and 
have a wonderful time. 

The Owl service was inaugurated 
on December 18, 1898. Since that 
time the train has carried more than 
1,000,000 passengers between the two 
principal cities in California. From 
its dining cars a total of about 
1,750,000 meals have been served, 

“Gourmet” on First Owl 

Dining cars were all named in the 
early days. The “Gourmet” went out 
on the first Owl from Oakland Pier, 
according to the recollection of Henry 
Azmon, a waiter in the first crew of 
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that train and who’ is ‘still In -the 
dining car service, holding the longest 
service of any employe in the de- 
partment. 

“I helped serve the first meals on 
the ‘Gourmet,’ along with Waiters 
Dave’ Moore, Ed Parker and Dave 
Williams,” Henry recalls. “Steward 
Daugherty was in charge of the car 
and I think that Geo. Washington was 
the chef on that first run from Oak- 
land Pier down to Tracy, where the 
car was cut out while the Owl con- 
tinued on to Los Angeles via the line 
on the west side of the valley. 

“A dining car was not placed on the 
Owl out of Los Angeles until April of 
the same year. I was 
on that end of the 
line at the time and 
helped introduce the 
‘Epicure’ into the 
service between Los 
Angeles and Mojave. 
Other waiters on the 
first run out of Los 
Angeles were Will 
Betty, George Bun- 
drick and Will Tabb.” 

Henry already had 
several years’ service 
with Southern Pacific 
before he started run- 
ning on the Ow] in ’98. 
He had been a buffet 
man on passenger 
trains Nos. 3 and 4 
between Oakland and 
Chicago, and in 1890, 
when the first dining 
cars were placed on 
the run from Ogden 
to Truckee, Henry 
was one of the 
waiters. In the 
latter part of 1894 


he was sent .to New :Orleans ‘to help 
open up the first ‘Sunsét Limited. In 
fact, ‘he helped ‘open -up’ ‘the first 
diners on all of the-Company’s limited 
trains since that time with the -ex- 
ception of the most recent one, .the 
Caseade. Sickness: prevented. him

First Dining -Cars 
“The first two dining cars owned 
by Southern Pacific were the ‘T. W. 
Pierce’ and the ‘San Antonio,’ which 
were rebuilt from private business 
cars and placed in service in 1892,"

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CHAPTER XXXVII 


Organization and Development of the 
Lines in Texas and Louisiana 


S was practically the case in the 
A tevetorment of many of the 
larger railroad systems of the 
country, the Southern Pacific in Texas 
and Louisiana represents the gather- 
ing and tying together in the past of 
a& number of separately organized 
rail properties, more or less effective 
in’ their operation, yet largely in- 
capable of a proper efficiency because 
of lack of capital and the inadequacy 
of their facilities. 

The Southern Pacific lines in the 
two states, forming that section of 
the transcontinental route, New Or- 
leans to El Paso, had their inception 
several years before C. P. Hunting- 
ton and his colleagues in California 
began the organization of the Central 
Pacific, The corporate organization 
now operating between Houston and 
El Paso and known as the Galveston, 
Harrisburg & San Antonio Railway, 
began its existence as the Buffalo 
Bayou, Brazos and Colorado in 1850 
at Harrisburg, a settlement on Buf- 
falo Bayou near Houston, Texas, and 
the actual work of construction was 
commenced the following year. 

First Line in 1852 

The initial or eastern line of. the 
system had its origin in 1852 at New 
Orleans when a small but influential 
coterie of citizens, with much zeal 
and wide ambition, secured a charter 
for the New Orleans, Opelousas & 
Great Western Railway Company, 
and announced plans for the construc- 
tion of a line from their city, through 
Texas and Mexico, to the Pacific 
Coast. 

The intermediate section of the 
route through Texas, chartered in 
1856 as the Sabine -and:Galveston Bay 
Railroad and “Lumber - Company, was 
reorganized in 1859 as the’ Texas and 
New. Orleans ‘Railroad, with the 


avowed “intention: of : connecting’ “at... 


Orange ‘on’ the ‘Sabine: River with “the 
line ‘then : building east ‘from New Or’ 
Jeans; and “forming ‘through /line 
from ‘the ‘Mississippi to Houston, thus 
opening communication “with ‘the “Mi 
sissippi ‘Valley -and the» 


roads, giving Texas the advantage of 
stable communication with the mar- 
kets of the country east of the river. 
and providing an outlet for the chief 
commodities of the Lone Star State, 
then represented by cotton, cattle, 
hides and forest products, 
Louisiana Line Development 

When it is considered that the first 

railroad of what is now the Pennsyl- 


‘vania System was chartered in 1823 


and the first American-built locomo- 
tive made its first run in 1881, the 
energy and initiative of the people of 
Louisiana and of Texas at that early 
-date must be acknowledged, and their 
‘faith and enterprise commended. 
Theirs was not the richest section of 
the growing South and West, nor was 
the population sufficiently dense to 
make taxation a rea! factor of de- 
velopment without oppression, but 
the early promotors of transportation 
had a vision of what the future 
might become if communication by 
rail could be made a unit of progress, 

Beginning at New Orleans, we will 
endeavor to trace the development of 
the Southern Pacific southern trans- 
continental line, a task which would 
be much easier if this development 
could be made to adapt its details in 
chronological sequence until the en- 
tire structure was complete. However,

New Orleans,.a 
growing, progressive metropolis and 
a port of first magnitude inthe com- 
merce of America, had not felt.the 
threats of competition when in 1852, 
following an agitation of several 
years, it engaged through its. citizens 
in a determined attempt to extend its 
business connections west into Texas, 
then almost a terra incognito,- but 
recognized as a source ‘of vast poten- 
tial wealth, if its products, could be. 
made accessible. When the project of 
building .a railroad from the west 
bank of the Mississippi, opposite the 
city, was definitely placed before the 
business men of New Orleans, there 
was an immediate response on the 
part of the public-spirited citizens: of 
the city and in 1852 the New Orleans, 
Opelousas and Great. Western Rail- 
road Company was chartered and 
stock subscriptions were. opened —in 
April, 1852. : 

The Road Begun : 

The proposition appealed ‘to ‘the -ci- 
tizens and there was an enthusiastic 
response to the ‘request. for.:subserip- 
tions to stock in. the. company,::not 
only on-the part of the New Orleans 
people, but by residents‘in the'’sections 
to be traversed -by.-the projected -rail- 
road. .

The construction records show that 
work began at Algiers August 27, 
1852. By November 6, 1854, track 
had been laid to Lafourche; to Bayou 
Terrebonne September 1, 1855, and on 
October 1 of the same year the first 
train out of Algiers was run to 
Tigerville, now Gibson, a distance of 
66 miles from New Orleans. Two 
weeks later, regular service was 
established for freight and passengers 
to that point, where connection was 
made with small river craft plying 
the Boeuf, Atchafalaya and Teche 
rivers. 

As an indication of the difficulties 


.-On' the right side.of Spring Street.is now 
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surrounding the construction of the 
road through the swamp areas, it may 
be stated that 700 men were contin- 
uously employed building the track 
through the Chacahoula swamp, a dis- 
tance of 12 miles, during the entire 
summer of 1855. Much of the track 
in this swamp was built on pile bents 
and later filled in with dirt and shell 
hauled from Algiers. hese men 
worked in the mud and water from 
one to three feet deep, the road bed 
being elevated one foot above the 
record overflow of 1844, The extreme 
heat, malaria, and lack of good drink- 
ing water caused much sickness; 
nearly every employe being prostrated 
with fever at one time or another, 
and not a foreman escaping a serious 
-iiness. ‘The first assistant engineer 
died from illness contracted onthe 
job. 
Reached First Objective 

On April 12, 1857, a little Jess than 
five years -after the inception of the 
work, the line was completed te 
Brashear City and the Atchafalaya 
River, eighty miles from New Orleans, 
Here the terminus remained for a 
period of 21 years, or until 1879, when 
the line was developed west -of the 
‘Atchafalaya River, reaching Lafayette 
in“May, 1880. Immediately after the 
opening of the line to Brashear, now 
Morgan City, the Mississippi broke 
through its levees some 28 miles 
above Algiers, the railroad terminal 
town opposite New Orleans, the flood 
waters overwhelming the new line and 
preventing operation for over five 
months . or -until ‘October, when the 
rails again emerged. Again, in April, 
1859, .the Jevees of the Lafourche 
‘River, connecting the Mississippi with 
the Gulf -of Mexico, gave way, over- 
flowing -several miles -of ‘track -and 
preventing - the ‘movement

operation, but during 1862 
matters pertinent to the Civil 
War were creating consider- 
able anxiety and uncertainty, 
At this time the road was in 
excellent condition and func- 
tioning regularly. Passengers 
were transported across the 
Mississippi from New Or- 
leans on the steamboat 
“Ceres,” barges being used 
to handle freight. Business 
was conducted “as usual’ until 
news came on April 25, 1862, of 
the approach of the Federal fleet, 
reported ascending ‘the river from 
its mouth. For fear of possible 
use by the Federals, two of these 
transfer barges were destroyed by 
New Orleans citizens, Freight trans- 
portation was thus summarily ended, 
but the road continued operating pas- 
senger trains until May 1, 1862, when 
the station buildings were taken over 
by the government troops. 


The Fortunes of War 

The railroad and its equipment, in- 
cluding the “Ceres,” was officially an- 
nexed by the Federal authorities, the 
officer in command issuing “Order No, 
20,” requiring the officers of the road 
to continue its operation under Fed- 
eral supervision for the transport of 
food products for the city. The loco- 
motive engineers. and other employes 
of the road refused to work while the 
property was under control of the 
government. Others were secured 
and the road operated, notwithstand- 
ing. Many of the new men were in- 
competent and several ‘of. the lecomo- 
tives. were badly damaged, but mixed 
trains were sent over the line for 
about: two weeks, when a company -of

In November ‘the Federal 
troops recaptured the road, rebuilt 
the bridges and remained in posses- 
sion of the property during the period 
of the war, or until February 1, 1866, 
when the road was returned to its 
owners in ‘operating condition “but 
badly damaged as to equipment and 
station -facilities. In the meantime, 
the transfer -Ceres,” operating as a 
transport.on Lake ‘Pontchartrain, was 
blown up. and. totally. destroyed. ..

Bought by Morgan 

For several years following the end 
of the unfortunate strife between the 
States, the generally demoralized 
condition of the country, and the par- 
tial destruction of agricultural indus- 
try in southern Louisiana, was re- 
flected in the operation of the New 
Orleans, Opelousas & Great Western. 
Revenue was scant and the heavy 
losses to the. road during the war 
created a burden which the owners 
found difficult to carry. Unable to 
meet current expenses and failing to 
maintain their financial obligations, 
the road was finally sold by the 
United States marshal on July 31, 
1869, to Charles Morgan, who ac- 
quired it as his personal property and 
the railroad as a corporation ceased 
to exist. 

Charles Morgan had for some years 
been operating a fleet of small 
steamers in service between New Or- 
leans, Mobile, Ala., and intermediate 
points on the Mississippi state coast. 
At that time New Orleans possessed 
only one raflroad having even a re- 
mote claim to trunk line distinction, 
the New Orleans, Jackson & Great 
Northern Railroad, now the southern 
half of the Hlinois Central, which then 
connected at Columbus, Ky. -with 
river craft for Cairo, IH., there 
reaching the Illinois Central Railroad. 
The only other railroad leaving the 
city. was the Opelousas Company. 

First U. S. Railroad 

One other transportation. concern, the 
Pontchartrain Railroad, claimed as 
the first-railway opened for general 
transportation in the United States, 
had location in the Crescent City 
during 1880. This:road was only five- 
and-a-half miles long and was 
equipped with a turn-table ‘at each 


end ‘on which ‘engine ‘and all equip- 
‘Ment -was made available ‘for return 


trip. “The first locomotive to turn-a

Soon afterwards he became a yard 
engineer, and in March, 1888, he went 
out on the road as a full-fledged en- 
gineer.

His last run was 
out of Los Angeles on Train No. 51, 
returning from Bakersfield on the 
Owl. He is 69 years 2 months old 
and retires after total service of 48 
Years 6 months. 


“Shep” is the first of three veteran 
engineers of San Joaquin Division 
who graduate to the Honor Roll of 
Pensioners in the next few months. 
Walter P. Lawry is already out of 
active service and will go on the pen- 
sion roll probably next month, after 
46 years 9 months’ service. John B. 
“Dad” Moser will retire during next 
June, after more than 47 years’ 
service, 


New Orleans, Opelousas & Great 
Western, Morgan began its operation 
in conjunction with his steamer serv- 
ice, transferring his attention from 
the Mobile ship line, then threatened 
by the advent of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad, to the opportuni- 
ties afforded by the formation of a 
through route to Texas, using the rail 
line to Brashear and by steamer to 
the Texas gulf ports of Galveston, 
Indianola, Corpus Christi, Pt. Isabel 
and Houston, 

The only records of the Morgan 
steamer corporation existent began in 
1869, at a time the vessels, or some of 
them, -were in the Mobile route, On 
August ‘first ‘of that” year, steamers 
Were operating, however, “between 
Brashear .and-Galveston, as part of -a 
through: service ffom:“New~ Orleans, 
‘with ‘sailings three ‘times.monthly-to 
Rotkport and “Corpus:/Christi, . ‘The 
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ships, all of them side-wheelers, draw- 
ing a maximum of twelve feet, were 
added to from time to time and, by 
the end of 1878, seventeen vessels 
Were in active operation. The Morgan 
fleet was then one of the most impor- 
tant factors in the commerce of the 
Gulf of Mexico, as a line from New 
Orleans to Havana, Cuba, was in- 
augurated on June 4, 1878, and at 
later dates ships of the fleet were 
making several of the ports of Mexico 
and Central America on regular 
sailings. 

Charles Morgan died in 1878, Just 
prior to his passing, he sold the prop- 
erty, rail.and steamer, to a company 
incorporated under the laws of the 
state of Louisiana and known as the 
Morgan’s ‘Louisiana and Texas Rail- 
Toad and. Steamship Company.

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Roaring Days of Tombstone Told 
In Book by S. P. Veteran 


Anyone interested in tales of -the 
Old West, and particularly those deal-° 
ing with the 
hardy characters 
who were pio- 
neers of mining 
days in the South- 
west, will find a 
book full of thril- 
ling reading in 
“Helldorado,” the 
true story of 
Tombstone writ- 
ten by William 
M. Breakenridge 
and published by 
Houghton Mifilin Company. 

“Colonel Billy” Breakenridge went 
to Phoenix in 1878 when he was 
thirty-one years old. He was by then 
a thoroughly seasoned Westerner and, 
from the time he was fifteen, had 
been “on his own” as a teamster, 
freighter, Indian fighter and guide. 
Phoenix was not really a “bad” town 
when Breakenridge reached there and 
was shortly afterwards appointed 
deputy sheriff. But what Phoenix's 
small population lacked in “gun men” 
was made up for at Tombstone, the 
mining city in southern Arizona 
which roared for five years as the 
metropolis of one of the richest min- 
ing regions in Western history. 
Breakenridge was deputy sheriff there 
under Sheriff Behan. It is about Tomb- 
stone, its life and people, that “Billy” 
has written his fascinating book 
based on first-hand experiences. Into 
the life of Tombstone came the ad- 
ventures of the Earp brothers, Doc 
Holliday, John Ringo, Curly Bill, 
Frank Leslie, the Clantons, and others 
of the peace officers, gamblers, ban- 
dits, bad men and rustlers who 
figured in the stirring days of the 
early Southwest. 

“‘Helldorado’ is grand ‘old west’ 
stuff,” comments Joseph Henry Jack- 
son in the Sunset magazine. “Brea- 
kenridge was there; all of it he saw 
and pretty nearly all of it he was. 
That’s the type of first-hand ex- 
perience that makes this kind of book 
such fascinating reading.” 

In 1889 Breakenridge became spe- 
cial agent for the Southern Pacific 
and headed a number of man hunts 
for train robbers. Later he was 
claims agent for the Company at 
Tucson and is now retired on pen- 
sion. He is known by railroad men 
from one end of Southern Pacific 
Lines to the other.

Question; 
Y husband is an employe of the 
Southern Pacific here at Ogden, 
so 1 am taking the opportunity of- 
fered in the Bulletin to write you for 
advice. 

Will you please send a diet, also 
suggestive treatment for ulcers of the 
stomach, as that is what I think I 
have. These are the symptoms: I 
have cramps in stomach region, and 
about one and one-half hours after 
eating I become very hungry; my 
stomach feels like it is alive, the 
hunger is so intense; also, if I do not 
eat heavy food, such as meat, pota- 
toes, gravies, etc., the hunger is not 
satisfied. 

I have a sore spot, that is, it is not 
sore to touch, but I can feel jit 
especially when I sit down, the sore 
spot is to the right side just beneath 
the ends of ribs, 

A year ago I consulted a doctor, 
and, when I told him my symptoms, 
he said I had ulcers of stomach, so 
took a stomach test, but did not find 
anything. He next took an x-ray with 
the dye and decided that I had chronic 
appendicitis, but I do not think I have 
it unless it is different than most 
cases, as my bowels move twice a day 
regularly. I am not sick at stomach 
nor run any temperature, nor no sore- 
ness is to be found with feeling or 
pressing abdomen. 

Answer: 

Ulcer of the stomach almost always 
causes pain immediately after eating. 
Ulcer of the duodenum, which may be 
only half an inch from the stomach, 
eauses pain which is delayed about 
two hours after eating. 

The x-ray examination with the 
dye, to which you refer, is intended to 
determine whether the gall-bladder is 
involved or not, Ulcer is made worse 
by gall-bladder disease and appendix 
conditions, and either one of these 
complications might modify the symp- 
toms so that they were not quite typi- 
cal of ulcer. , 

If your ‘pain,.in addition. to.being 
relieved -by food, is relieved immedi- 
ately bya téaspoonful -of ‘soda. in a 
glass of water, I should-say that:you 


had:an ulcer almost certainly. -We-do- 
not recommend, ‘however, -the use of . 
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soda:in ‘uleer-cases asit-disguises ‘the 
symptoms .and® encourages’ people’ to 
eat’what is not good ‘for-them. = ..20 

Your ‘symptoms will be relieved -by 
taking a half glass of milk every two 
hours from .7:00 a.-m. to 7:00 p. m. 


To this slowly add one. to six -soft-.: 


cooked eggs and cooked cereal and 
milk toast. After two weeks of free- 
dom from pain you should take the 
diet which. we have published in the 
Bulletin of August, adhering closely 
to column one. Should the pain-con- 
tinue during that two weeks of strict 
diet, during which time you should 
have all the rest possible, you may be 
quite certain you have some compli- 
cation. 


Question: 


OR the last nine months our dis- 

trict surgeon here has been treat- 
ing me for asthenia. Organically I 
appear ‘to be O.K. but otherwise shot. 
It started March 1 with my legs giv- 
ing -out and being dizzy. During 
March and April I received 23 shots 
of iron in my right arm. I then went 
to the mountains for two weeks in 
May. When I went back to work my 
nerves were very bad and my legs 
have been heavy all summer, Also 
weak and dizzy. Went away again 
for two weeks in July. Seemed to 
get one cold after another. Very 
weak in August. Started taking Har- 
rowers Adreno Spermin Co. Tablets 
No. 1 in September. Getting along 
days better, but nights were very bad 
up to September 15, when they 
started to improve.

More than 35,000,000 tons of steel, 
wood, rock and gravel are the raw 
materials composing the Company’s 
Pacific Lines rights of way, exclusive 
of ties, bridges and trestles. 

The roadbed consists of approxi- 
mately 12,000,000 tons of rock ballast, 
18,000,000 tons of gravel, and 8,000,000 
tons of slag, supporting 38,392,000 
wooden ties, to which 1,700,000 tons 
of steel rails are attached by ap- 
proximately 438,845 tons of tie plates, 
bolts, nuts, angle bars and continuous 
joints.
